Senator Hugh Butler’s three week s’ Junk et to 
Alask a, in company with a group of colleagues, 
apparently leaves him uncertain about the wisdom 
of accepting the Territory of Alask a on the basis 
of statehood. 
In a shaip letter, a cwrespondent who spent 
three years there, tak es sharp issue with Mr. 
Butler’s statement that nearly half the population 
of Alask a is Indian. The senior Nebrask a senator, 
the correspondent says, must have missed all of the 
E.« sk imo people and had his eyes shut to 50,000 
whitea now living there. “If ha believes all Indians 
and E-sk imos are illiterate, then again he is mis­ 
tak en,” the correspondent writes. In the argument 
the corresfmndent is entirely correct when he says 
that Alask a’s white po^xilation gives it a greater 
basis for recognition as a state than 12 of the 48 
sister commonwealths possessed at the time of 
their edmisiion to the union. 
In this region, Colo­ 
rado’s 38,864, Nebrask a’s 28,841, and Minnesota’s 
6,077 at the time of admission, all fall short of 
Alask a’s 50,000 whites. 
It’s the same old argum m t that has been heard 
for over a hundred years, the argument over state­ 
hood advanced at least 25 years or more before 
Senator Butler was born. U echoed and re-echoed 
in angry tones in the debate on Nebrask a’s admis­ 
sion to the union, apparently to give face to some­ 
thing not so pretty. Senator Butler, it can be tak en 
for granted, is not actuated by anything but the 
most decent motives, but If he’ll examine the de­ 
bate in 1867, he’ll find that the oppositiim to Ne­ 
brask a admission thundered about the lack of 
population, the lack of schools, the lack of high­ 
ways, and the lack of organized government In 
much of the territory. He will discover that Ohio’s 
Sherman, answering territorial Nebrask a’s critics, 
pointed out that when Ohio came In in 1808, there 
wasn’t a highway in the entire territory, a school, 
very few settlements in the clearings of the forests, 
and a handful of people. 
The question of both Alask an and Hawaiian 
admission is certain to come to the front in the 
second session of the 80th congress. It has a very 
viUl bearing upon national defense, and American 
security. Under prevailing conditions both Alask a 
and Hawaii are important American outposts which 
w'ill be improved by the status of statehood. 
Aside from the military significance are the 
vast resources of both regions. Alask an coal, tim­ 
ber, minerals and probably oil are a part of the 
arsenal of the world’s last great democracy.

¡¡imost to nothing. 
These forces in Europe have 


American embassies and lega­ 
tions now have labor attaches who 
specialize in reporting on labor 
problems. They seem for the most 
part to be able and alert with a 
broad k nowledge of their field. 
But they work within the confines 
of a job with definite bureau­ 
cratic limitations. Those limits do 
not include political contact or 
political reporting. 
The labor attache k nows that 
he may get his fingers burned if 
he oversteps the limits of his job. 
So he stays within bounds even 
though he may be aware of a vast 
field unexplored and unrelated to 
American interest. 
It is at this point that you see 
clearly what a tragic mistak e it 
was for congress to curtail so 
drastically the United States in­ 
formation service. Information of­ 
ficers were developing relation­ 
ships outside the sphere of gov­ 
ernment.

tended in general in the past two 
years to drift toward communism. 
Thus, in Italy, Pietro Nenni has 
led the majority of the socialist 
party into a union with the com­ 
munist party. 
He told me in an 
interview in Rome that he fell 
compelled to tak e this step in 
order to try to save his party from 
obliteration. 
If he had not tak en 
it, his following would have gone 
over to communism, feeling there 
was no alternative. 
At a critical moment, of course, 
when the communists were ap­ 
pealing for a united front of the 
left to oust the Degaspcri govern­ 
ment. Giuseppe Saragat, leader of 
the right wing socialists, threw in 
his lot with the United States and 
the Marshall plan. While he has 
51 seats in the parliament, there 
seems to be considerable doubt as 
to the extent of Saragat’s popular 
following. 


Failure to win over the moder­ 
ate left is not so much the fault 
of 
individuals. 
The American 
diplomatic approach following the 
early British pattern, simply does 
not cover a sufficient range to 
tak e in politicians and political 
parties on the periphery of power. 


Tak e the British example as a 
contrast. The British maintain in­ 
formation offices in a half dozen 
k ey provincial cities in France. 
The British themselves feel that 
the most important function of 
those offices is the opportunity 
they afford for Britishers with a 
k nowledge of France to come in 
friendly contact with editors and 
politicians. This is a two-way 
street—k nowledge is given and 
obtained. 
The U. S. information service 
had offices in two cities outside 
Paris. They are now closed be­ 
cause of the shortsighted economy 
of the last congress, A special con­ 
gressional committee touring more 
than a dozen European capitals to 
explore this very question already 
has become convinced of the need 
for an expanded information serv­ 
ice. according to Chairman Karl 
Mundt of South Dak ota. 
The entire horizon of American 
interest must be expanded. This 
is essential for greater under 
standing of the complex world in 
which we are living. It is also 
essential if we are to tak e the 
leadership implied in the Marshall 
plan.
